GWU PRESIDENT CALLS FOR CREATION OF AN INSTITUTE TO MONITOR 
GOVERNMENT REGULATION OF HIGHER EDUCATION 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Declaring that the growing intrusion of the federal 

government into the affairs of America's universities will result in the 

destruction of academic freedom, Lloyd H, Elliott, president of The George 

Washington University, today called for the creation of an independent 

national institute that would conduct "a broad-scale surveillance of all 

existing and new legislation and regulation affecting higher education." 

Dr. Elliott made his recommendation in the opening statement of the 

university's 1976 annual report, which was issued today. The establishment 

of an "institute for the preservation of the independence of higher education," 

* > 

he said, would be one important means of bringing this serious situation 
before the American public. 

The institute. Dr. Elliott explained, would "examine those laws and 
regulations already on the books and see what objective study can reveal of 
their effects on colleges and universities." It would not lobby for more 
government funds for higher education, more grants, more research monies, 
or more preferential treatment. 

The "biggest arena of policy-making today is the policy-making of the 
federal regulatory agencies, which continue to affect the mainstream of 
business, economic, and social as well as educational activity," Dr. Elliott 
maintained.

As the agencies work between public pressure and the Intent of Congress, 
he said, they seem "all too often to be forced to take positions on contro¬ 
versial matters, the authority for which is not always clear." 

The result, he said, is that "the grinding wheels of government enmesh 
by scores of small steps—many of which are Invisible—the affairs of 
'independent' universities." Universities, in turn, "must not only deter¬ 
mine how to meet the growing requirements of the bureaucracy, but Indeed how 
to satisfy requirements which are in themselves not only overlapping, but 
often in direct conflict." 

"Will government succeed in controlling the 'independence' of univer¬ 
sities?" Dr. Elliott's ansxier: "History is on the side of government." 

Government policies stemming from both statutes and regulations, Dr. 
Elliott said, "now constitute such a tortuous labyrinth that no one person 
or no one group can be expected to understand the cause-and-effect relation¬ 
ships of the total." 

The institute, he explained, would serve as "an umbrella for a group of 
people who would devote their talents to a broad-scale surveillance of all 
existing and new legislation and regulation....Its experts could serve, too, 
as consultants to those in government who genuinely want to see the worth¬ 
while goals of governmental action achieved within the universities, but who 
also appreciate the strength that comes from the traditional freedom exercised 
by these same institutions."

GWU TO CONSTRUCT $9.8 MILLION ACADEMIC BUILDING FOR FACULTY OFFICES, CLASSROOMS 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — Construction of a $9.8 million academic structure that 

will primarily house faculty offices is planned for next year by The George 

Washington University, Vice President and Treasurer Charles E. Diehl announced 
% 

today. 

Tills proposed $9.8 million building will be the first of a planned three- 
phase "academic cluster" that will be built on a site at the corner of 22nd and 
H Streets, N.W., which is now used for university parking. The project received 
the approval of the university's Board of Trustees at its October 21, 1976 
meeting. 

The academic facility will be constructed in clustered units graduated in 
height from three-or-four stories to a maximum of seven stories. Mr. Diehl 
said the building will provide office space for faculty members in the School of 
Government and Business Administration and the School of Engineering and Applied 
Science, whose offices are now scattered throughout the* campus* ' It also will house 
several special purpose areas, such as for music and continuing- education, as well 
as a computer center. Through the cluster plan, there will be interior walkways 
and open space, and a future second-story-level promenade linking the academic

facility with the university library and garage across the street. 

The "academic cluster," part of GW's campus development plan, will he 
financed in part by revenue received from the construction of a proposed office 
building for the World Bank on university-owned property within the block 
bounded by 19th, 20th, F and G Streets.
